A lot of my time, money, 
emotion and effort was invested in my playthings 
and that’s where my focus was tightly locked on.

If you base your 
security on your skills in functioning in this 
world of technology, you’ll soon find yourself 
replaced by someone younger and smarter. 
Experience isn’t going to count as much if its 
with machines, especially when the newer models 
come out 

That is why I believe we as a club must not 
focus on the blinding technology, even as 
enticing as it is. We need to get back to the human 
element the club had before and can have again. 
The club should not focus as much on 
technology as it should focus on supporting its
